1  The  1973  football  team  brought  a  new  era 
to  Bobcat  football,  with  its  six  wins  and  tour 
loss  season.  It  had  been  since  1962  that  a 
Madison  team  had  won  six  games.  The  explo- 
sive Bobcat  Offense  led  the  E.I.C.  and  scored 
222  points;  only  one  other  team  in  Madison's 
44-year  football  history  scored  more  points 
in  a  single  season.  It  also  was  the  first  time 
that  Madison  beat  Bonneville  and  Blackfoot 
in  the  same  season.
